Brazil — Pemambuco. — Month of November, 1910. Population, 
210,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 718, including 
smallpox 126, tuberculosis 128. 

Chile — Punta Arenas. — Month of December, 1910. Population, 
12,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 31, including tuber- 
culosis 4. 

East Africa — Lourenco Marquez. — Month of December, 1910. 
Population, 10,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 52, in- 
cluding tuberculosis 16, typhoid fever 1. 

Egypt — Alexandria. — Month of December, 1910. Population, 
420,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 960, including 
diphtheria 11, smallpox 1, tuberculosis 76, typhoid fever 10. 
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Great Britain. — Week ended February 11, 1911. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 77 great towns 
correspond to an annual rate of 16 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 17,160,256. 

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts 
correspond to an annual rate of 19.6 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,163,596. The lowest rate was recorded at 
Sligo, viz, 4.8, and the highest at Clonmel, viz, 46.2 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns correspond 
to an annual rate of 18.2 per 1,000 of the population, which is esti- 
mated at 1,917,875. The lowest rate was recorded at Aberdeen, 
viz, 12.1, and the highest in Dundee, viz, 24.4 per 1,000. The 
total number of deaths from all causes was 670, including diph- 
theria 9, measles 4, scarlet fever 8, typhoid fever 2.
